LEGAL LIABILITY Charter school board nenbers, officers and
enpl oyees who willfully violate charter school |aws or neglect to
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performany duty in the charter school laws are guilty of a

nm sdeneanor as other public school enployees are under current
law. A charter school board may participate in the M ssour
Public Entity R sk Managenent Fund to the sane extent as a schoo
boar d.

"Operating levy for school purposes"” is revised to allow up
to 12.5 cents of the $1.25 minimumlevy to be placed in either
debt service or capital projects.

CATEGORI CAL AID - The current Line 14 At-Ri sk categorica
aid is revised so that districts receive an additional fornula
entitl enent paynent of 15% of the base fornula amount on the
basis of Free and Reduced Price Lunch Eligible pupils in the
district enrollnent. A new categorical, the "experienced teacher
entitlenent", is created.
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M NI MUM TEACHER SALARIES - The bill creates a new, mandatory
5-1evel m nimum salary program beginning in the 2003-04 schoo
year, funded by a separate categorical appropriation with salary
steps as foll ows:

$25,000 for 5 or |ess years experience,

$30,000 for Master's (or higher) + 6-10 years or Bachelor's

teachi ng experience and pay returning teachers no | ess than they
were paid the previous year (on an FTE basis). State paynents
will be reduced if the district's extra duty pay is nore than
8.5%or if end of year operating bal ances are over 15%

TAXATION - The act increases the statutory sales tax from
four percent to five percent. The one-cent Proposition C sales
tax revenues and the one-cent increase in sales tax revenues wll
be distributed as part of the state sources used to fund the
basi ¢ school aid paynent. Personal incone taxes are increased by
one percent for all brackets. Corporate inconme taxes are
i ncreased one percent to seven and one-quarter percent.

The penalty for any violation shall range from$0 to $2, 500,
but shall not be nore than 5 percent of the body's total annua
budget. If the court finds there was a knowi ng violation, the
court may order the paynent of attorney's fees and costs.
Currently, any person may request a | aw enforcenent agency to
open incident reports and arrest records that are unlawfully
closed.

In a crimnal proceeding where no conviction results, the
court's judgment or order or the final action taken by the
prosecuting attorney nay be accessed.

(1) Wthout disclosing enployees' nanes, enployee job
history with the private entity will be provided;

(2) Annual rate of staff turnover;

(3) Hours of training planned for enpl oyees who would
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provi de public services; and

(4) Any legal conplaints issued by an enforcenent agency
for alleged violations of federal, state or |ocal rules,
regul ati ons or | aws.

Conpensation for enpl oyees pursuant to a privatization
contract will be the greater of the wage rate paid at step one of
the grade or classification of a public enployee with sinilar
duties, plus the cash value of health and ot her benefits or the
average private sector rate plus health and other benefits.

The public body that is considering entering into a
privatization contract will prepare an estinmate of the costs for
public enpl oyees to provide the services. Before the due date to
recei ve seal ed bids, any public enpl oyee organi zati on may propose
anendnents to any relevant collective bargaining agreenent. |f
t he anendnents reduce costs below the public body's conprehensive
witten estimate it will be the | owest and best bid. Such
amendnents will only becone effective if they reduce the cost
estimate below the contract cost. The estimate will be
confidential until after the due date for sealed bids and then
the estimate will becone a public record.

Upon meki ng a decision, the public body will publicly
designate the bidder that won the contract. The public body nust
certify conpliance with these sections and that the contract
costs will be ten percent |less than the estimated cost for the
services to be conpleted by public enployees. Any privatization
contract will be subject to Chapter 610, RSMb, which pertains to
M ssouri public records | aw.

The contractor may not award a subcontract w thout approva
of the head of the public body. Each subcontractor contract will
be subject to Chapter 610, RSM.

Publ i ¢ body nmay seek contractual renedies for violation of
the privatization contract.

Various linmtations exist on the contractor or subcontractor
regardi ng ownership rights. The public body and contractor or
subcontractor will be jointly and severally liable to conply with
Chapter 610, RSM.

In addition to the renedi es provided in Chapter 610, RSM,
the following renedies are al so avail able, danages, restitution
civil penalty of not nore than fifty thousand dollars ($50, 000).
Legal action that nay be brought pertaining to public records
under this act nust be brought within three years after the
occurrence of such violation

This act prevents persons fromretaliating agai nst any
enpl oyee who di scloses information in good faith about the
servi ces provided by the private contractor

Private contractors nust provide notice of the contract to
provide public services at the worksite.
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This act will apply to all privatization contracts entered
into on or after July 1, 2003.

Mot or vehicle drivers and persons using service ani mals mnust
both take necessary safety precautions. Any driver failing to do
so will be liable for actual damages. Any person who
intentionally causes an accident or injury to a person using a
service animal or animal itself will be guilty of a Class B
m sdenmeanor (Section 209.210).

Section 209.212 contains the foll owi ng provisions for
vi ol ati ons agai nst service aninmals, but does not include |aw ul
acts of humane societies, animal control or shelters:

1. Intentional destruction or injury, unless for humane
purposes is a OUass C fel ony.

2. Intentional deprivation or fraud is a dass A
m sdenmeanor or theft/possession of stolen property.

3. Negligent or malicious killing or injury will entai
civil liability to the user for $1000 plus fees.

4. WIlIful or malicious injury is a dass C felony.
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5. Sale or transfer of a stolen aninmal is a Oass C fel ony.

6. WIIful or negligent injury or destruction will entail
civil liability for value of animal and rel ated costs.

Any person nisrepresenting an aninmal as a service aninal is
guilty of a Cass B m sdeneanor (Section 209.214).

The owner of a service aninmal will be Iiable for any danmages
caused by the aninal. Owners nust keep service aninals
restrained while in use or be subject to civil liability for any

danmages. Service aninmals nmust be identifiable by their restraint
net hod or other identifier (Section 209.216).

The Human Ri ghts Conmi ssion does not have jurisdiction
regardi ng the violation of Sections 209.160 or 209.212, which
will be within the jurisdiction of the County Prosecutor. The
Conmi ssion will have jurisdiction over the remai ning sections.
Upon a showi ng that a conplaint has been filed with the
Conmi ssion, a prosecutor nay w thdraw any pending action on the
sane violations (Section 209.218).

Violators may be subject to prosecution or a
Conmi ssion conpl aint (Section 209. 208).

Mot or vehicle drivers and persons using service ani mals mnust
both take necessary safety precautions. Any driver failing to do
so will be liable for actual damages. Any person who
intentionally causes an accident or injury to a person using a
service animal or animal itself will be guilty of a Class B
m sdenmeanor (Section 209.210).

Section 209.212 contains the foll owi ng provisions for
vi ol ati ons agai nst service aninals, but does not include |aw ul
acts of humane societies, animal control or shelters:

1. Intentional destruction or injury, unless for humane
purposes is a Uass C fel ony.

2. Intentional deprivation or frauds is a dass A
nm sdeneanor or theft/possession of stolen property.

3. Negligent or malicious killing or injury will entai
civil liability to the user for $1000 + fees.

4, WIIful or malicious injury is a dass C fel ony.

5. Sale or transfer of a stolen animal is a dass C felony.

6. WIIful or negligent injury or destruction will entai
civil liability for value of animal and rel ated costs.

Any person nisrepresenting an aninmal as a service aninal is
guilty of a Cass B m sdeneanor (Section 209.214).

The owner of a service aninmal will be Iiable for any damages
caused by the aninal. Owners nust keep service aninals
restrained while in use or be subject to civil liability for any

danmages. Service aninmals nmust be identifiable by their restraint
net hod or other identifier (Section 209.216).

The Human Ri ghts Conmi ssion does not have jurisdiction
regardi ng the violation of Sections 209.160 or 209.212, which
will be within the jurisdiction of the county prosecutor. The
Conmmi ssion will have jurisdiction over the remaining sections.
Upon a showi ng that a conplaint has been filed with the
Conmi ssion, a prosecutor nay w thdraw any pending action on the
sane violations (Section 209.218).
